the families who had formerly lived 
in the house, but others expressed the 
belief that thr- unravelling of the case 
will cause a tremendous sensation in 
the city.

Rescue Training; 


in ^ine 
Disasters 


In addition to the actual experiments in testing explosives at the 


U. S. government experiment station at Pittsburg, important experi- 
ments are being made in rescue work. One part of the station has 
been filled up as a miniature coal mine. This la a large glass-encased, 
air-tight room which contains difficult passages and various obstacles 
such as are found in coal mines after an explosion. In different parts 
of the passages are placed dummy asphyxiated miners, deadly gas is 
then forced into the room, and a rescue corps of men who are being 
trained in the work enter it daily, clad in helmets which supply them 
with oxygen while they work. The men work in the gas-filled cham- 
s 
ber for two hours, removing obstructions, picking up the dummies, 
placing them on stretchers, and carrying them away. 


One-half of the large building in which the rescue room is located 


is used as an auditorium, and several hundred miners and operators 
can watch the rescue drill from this vantage. 


There has been but little opportunity so far for the rescue corps 


to demonstrate Its efficiency in the actual mines, but in one instance 
in which the helmeted men were fighting a mine fire, they were able 
to pick up an unconscious man and carry him to a place of safety, 
where he was giVen oxygen treatment and recovered his senses in a 
short time. 


It is not the intention of the U. S. government to furnish rescue 


corps whenever and wherever there is a disaster! The present corps 
was organized with the idea of encouraging the mine owners and min- 
ers to form such organizations themselves. . Invitations have been is- 
sued to operators throughout the country to send picked men to the 
experiment station, where they watch the government rescuers at 
work and later go through the same training themselves, thus gain- 
ing the necessary confidence in the. use of the ^helmets. Already a 
number of large mining companies have taken advantage of the in- 
vitation, and others are organizing rescue corps at.their mines. .
